The com panies were described 
as the sole producers of poLo vac­ 
cine in this country from the tim e 
the success of the Salk form ula 
was announced in .April 1955. 
They w ere accused of conspir­ 
ing to fix prices and elim inate 
com petition in sales of the vac­ 
cine 
to 
governm ental 
agencies 
which w ere large purchasers of 
the vaccine. 
The 
indictm ent said the total 
production 
of

vaccine 
through the end of 1957 was slight­ 
ly m ore than 205 million cubic 
centim eters having a value of 125 
million dollars. 
Of this total, about 104 million 
cc. were sold to public authori­ 
ties. The bulk of these purchhases 
were under the Poliom y elitis Vac­ 
cination .Assistance Act of 1955. 
Thus act provided for allocation of 
$.53,600,000 of federal funds to the 
states for vaccination program s. 
Asst. .Atty, Gen. Vic’or R. Han­ 
sen, in charge of the antitrust di- 
vi.sion, said in a statem ent:

Tripoli. 
A general strike called by the
